The man kept his eyes glued on the 
glowing axle which was being welded 
slowly but surely. He watched it from 
the heating of the steel at the forge to 
just that absolutely necessary proper 
temperature ; then the quick, sure, sharp 
blows of the hammers as they fell, first 
on this side, then on that, where the 
weld was to be made while the divisions 
of the axle were held on the anvil by the 
skilled workmen. The ringing blows 
made music to which the dancing sparks 
kept time and the glowing bar cast a 
spell over the old man to whom all this 
was like the breath of life. Tired of be- 
ing a spectator only, he took a turn at 
working the bellows, changing the han- 
dle from one hand to the other as he 
kept his eyes upon the re-heating of the 
steel. Occasionally, too, he ventured a 
word of advice for he was an old stager, 
a veteran blacksmith, who loved to come 
from his little shop to the larger one 
where the work was more varied and 
the facilities greater. His visit usually 
had an object and was not terminated 
until he found some scrap of iron that 
he wished to use which he begged the 
gift of. 

Not only the old blacksmith but many 
others of entirely different occupations 
find Tuttle & Morrison’s blacksmith de- 
partment over which Mr. Morrison is 
the head, an interesting place to visit 
and watch the work going briskly on 
there. Just now that the spring busi- 
ness is beginning to flow in, the shop 
presents ascene of increased bustle at- 
tendant upon a growing business. 

At the blacksmithery department 
where we have been watching the weld- 
ing of the axles which will make a part 
of the handsome furniture wagon which 
is being constructed for Alfred Kaiser, 
the finishing touches are being put upon 
a substantial two-seated vehicle which 
Tuttle & Morrison are making for an 
Andover gentleman. This is called a 
“Country Club” wagon and by its make- 
up combines pleasure and general utility. 

Its appearance is very similar to that 
of a Beverly but is different from it in a 
few details. Orders have been received 
for three more wagons very similar to 
this one, two ‘Country Club,” one “Gelf” 
wagon, the latter a design of their own, 
which they will build fora large New 
York concern. One of these vehicles is 
to be made of oak which wil! be stained 
and finished in the natural wood. 

“Steady, steady. “Lower her slowly. 
Just a little more. Whoa. Hold her 
where she is.”’ All these orders accom- 
panied by not a little creaking and some 
grinding from the bowels of the elevator 
well seemed to indicate that some levia- 
than was descending from the upper re- 
gions. When the elevator doors were 
opened a big blue monster was displayed 
to admiring eyes, a great truck with 
sturdy wheels, stout body, but withal 
graceful in its own way. It will be seen 
on the road between Lawrence and And- 
over many times this spring, no doubt, 
as the Lawrence Gas company for which 
it was built will make use of it in haul- 
ing pipes, dynamos, ete. Its capacity is 
four tons; the body 13 feet by 5 feet. 
Not very long ago the firm shipped a 
similar truck of their make and a tip 
eart down in Maine for one of the Amer- 
ican Woolen company’s mills. 

In the carpenter’s department the 
work of repairing and construction is go- 
ing briskly on. A new face is seen 
there, that of John Bagley of Bradford, 
who has recently been engaged to work 
in conjunction with George Bailey. 
Few shops are fitted with more of the 
necessary tools and machines for labor 
and time saving than is this of Tuttle 
& Morrison's. 

Up stairs is the body of the new furni- 
ture wagon which is being constructed 
for Mr. Kaiser. Its dimensions are 4 
feet by 10 and in style it is a little dif- 
ferent from anything in town. There is 
also a new mason’s wagon for Frank E, 
Dodge, a station wagon built by the 
Poors which is being repaired for Box- 
ford parties, avery low but strong wagon 
which was built for W. H. Haley of Wil- 
mington, twocarriages which were being 
burned off, repainted and retrimmed 
throughout for local people and many 
other vehicles which are in the shop 
either for sale, for storage or repairs. 

In the paint department the work is 
beginning to come in rapidly so that 
Thomas Bentley, J. Warren Mooar, and 
their assistants expect soon to have 
their hands full. Not only do they paint 
wagons and the like but signs, chamber 
sets, clocks, in fact almost anything 
seems to be in their line. 

Among the new men who are now em- 
ployed there is a blacksmith, N. HU. 
Trull of Merrimack, and a blacksmith’s 
helper. In all there are 14 or 15 persons 
busily at work at the Park street build- 
ing, Whose origin was in the shops of the 
Poors at Frye Village.

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Darkest Russia. 


A gallery filled with peased faces 
and an auditorium thronged with. de- 
lighted listeners met the gaze Wednes- 
diay night, of Dr. R. S. MacArthur, who 
delivered, at city hall, one of the se:ies 
of Jectures in the White Fund course. 
His subject was the “Empire of. the 
Czar—the Great Bear of ‘the ‘North,” 
and it was handled in a scholarly and 
particularly interesting manner. The 
lecturer's style of oratory was a most 
pleasing one, displaying as he did 
throughout his’ entire discourse, great 
enthusiasm and animation which had 
the effect of keeping his listeners wide 
awake and of commanding their eager 
attention, 


He was introduced by Hon. James H. 
Eaton and began his lecture by speak- 
ing of the vast size of the empire of 
Russia which extends over more than 
8,500,000 square miles and has a popula- 
tion of nearly 140,000,000. The aim of 
Ruseia, he said, is to be master of tthe 
entire globe for she thinks that she has 
a divine right to be the world’s mastér. 
She regards herself as possessing thi: 
extraordinary privilege for ever since 
Ivan III became czar, she has regarded 
the czar of the vice-gerant of 
Jehovah. That is why the present 
ezar put the crown on his own brow 
with his own hand and that is why 
Russia is called “Holy Russia.” 


“If the two great Anglo-Saxon races,” 
he continued, ‘antagonize each other, 
there is no power on earth that can 
prevent Russia from becoming the 
world’s master within the next quarter 
of acentury, The Anglo-Saxon stands 
for Liberty—civil and religious; the 
Slav stands for Tyranny—civil and re- 


ligious. The world’s highest hope of 
liberty is in the pcssession of the 
Anglo-Saxon,” 


In speaking of the work of ‘Peter the 
Great.” the lecturer ca'd that when 
this great man found Rueceia, Russia 
was Asiatic and he left it somewhat 
European; Russia was found barbaric 
and ‘he left it civilized; and Russia 
was found with mo army and he deft it 
with one that shook Russia and sur- 
prised the world. 


To the amusement of the audience, 
the story of the removal of beards and 
coat-tails was related. The docking 
was done, he said, in Peter’s attempts 
to regulate the customs of the people 
and while one man. was removing the 
beard from the chin of the subject, an- 
other was highly engaged cutting off 
his coa't-taihs. 

The great accomplishments of Alex- 
ander II were set forth and in a very 
vivid manner, the futile attempts and 
finally successful one to ‘assassinate 
him, related. The speaker told how 
on different occasions the czar had es- 
caped being blown to atoms and of how 
the attempt to ascaasinate him, acci- 
dentally cost others their tives. One 
bomb proved effectual, however, and 
the great czar, with feet amd legs a 
mass of broken flesh, was put on a eled 
and carried away. Ina few hours he 
died. The closing words of the. speak- 
er were: “Here in the niche of fame, I 
put Alexander II of Russia beside, but 
above him. Abraham Lincoln of the 
world: and those whom God hath 
joined together as apostles ani mantyrs 
Py liberty, let no man ever put aeun- 

er.”

Special Justice Harry R. Dow, Wed- 
nesday morning announced his finding 
in the inquest over the death of Wil- 
liam Nutter, who met his death on the 
Canal street tracks of the Boston & 
Maine railroad on January 10th, 1901:

I hereby certify that cn the second 
day of February, 1901, acting as special 
jusitice of the police court of Lawrence, 
in said county, I he'd an injuest in r2- 
lation to the death of William Nuttall, 
who was killed on the Bost\m & Maine 
railroad in said Lawrence. 


I find thait eaid William Nuttall was a 
shifter in the employ of the Boston & 
Maine railroad; that on the temuzh day 
of January, between the hours of five 
and six pb. m., he was ciscovered under 
a freight car attached to a train up?n 
the tracks of said Boston & Maine rail- 
road. located on Canal street in said 
Lawrence, suffering from injuries from 
Which he died the same day; that he 
was last seem, before being so found, 
at the corner of Uni.n ani Cana] streets 
in said Lawrence: that he was then ap- 
proaching said train, as if to board it, 
he being at the time a part of the crew 
operating said train; that he had been 
drinking and showed signs of being un- 
der the influence of liquor; that the 
train was in motion at the t.me he 
thus approached it; ‘that that marks in 
the enow between the rai's showed that 
he had been dragged under tne car 
from a point about fifty feet from the 
corner of Canal and Union streets to 
the place where he was discovered, a 
distance of about a quarter of a mle. 

I fini that said William Nutta!l prob- 
ably came to his death by falling under 
said car while attempting to board it 
when it was in motion and that h‘’s 
death was not the result whelly or in 
pant of the unlawful act of any other 
penson,

The Punchard Question.

There seems to be some misunder- 
standing as to the exact purpose of the 
article in the town warrant. regarding 
the Punchard school question. There 
also appears to be a very strong senti- 
ment that to put off the full consider- 
ation of this important matter until 
next year’s annual town meeting, 
means unnecessary delay. 

Speaking for one of the interested 
petitioners for the article in question 
the writer cannot state too positively 
his belief that the conservative and 
wise course for the meeting next Mon- 
day is to put this matter into a con- 
ference. There is not the least sug- 
gestion of a back-down in this prop- 
osition, from the stand taken in these 
columns two and three weeks ago. 
The writer believes just as firmly as 
ever that there are many changes 
needed in the conduct of the Punchard 
schoo!and that the time is ripe for the 
first move in bringing about those 
changes. But there is no better rule to 
follow’ in this important matter, /than 
that of “first finding out what can be 
done before doing it.” Coanertatine 
action is urged in this matter at next 
Monday’s meeting, in the belief that 
such action will best serve the end that 
is sought. 


The Town Publications. 


There are three volumes in the list 
of town publications this year, and al- 
together they furnish a great deal of 


information -about the town of And- 
over. The Town report was pub- 
lished Monday, the School report 


Wednesday, and the Valuation book 
Thursday, and each has mueh of in 
terest. 

The Town report and the School re- 
port are the usual reviews of the past 
year in Andover and contain little that 
has a new'flavor. The latter however 
is always an interesting book jn its 
promotion of advanced education 
through the medium of the superin- 
tendent’s report. Mr. Johnson always 
has something to say that is worthy of 
thought and careful consideration, and 
while many of the suggestions are from 
a specialized mind that often sees be- 
yond the present ability of the town to 
perform, they serve as leaders for as- 
sured better work in years to come. 
We bespeak a careful reading of the 
superintendent’s report this year. 

The valuation book is a formidable 
volume of 200 pages, and many 
changes are noted in its pages, from 
the book of a decade ago. — Discrepan- 
cies are bound to be made, but a 
cursory examination would indicate a 
very fair adjustment and rating. 


Editorial Cinders. 

A word was uttered in this column 
last week, relating to an increasing 
tendency toward gambling in town. 
Among the words of approval for ex- 
pressing a protest against this world 
wide evil is a fawning, cringing “well 
done” from one of the town’s most

Mock Town Meeting at. Grange.

| Last Tuesday evening the regular 
| meeting of the Grange was held at the 
West Parish hall, all the officers being 
present with the exception of Benj. F. 
| Smith, jr. 

After a short business session, the 
Grange held .a special town meeting, 
electing town officers and taking up the 
regular warrant as it will be taken up 
next Monday at the ‘Town hall. 

A great deal of interest was taken in 
the proceedings, the women entering 
into the discussions and voting on each 
article with the men. Several of the 
more important taken into consideration 
brought out heated and lenghty argu- 
ments pro and con. . 

Among the more important articles 
taken up was article ¥, in relation to 
the appointment of a committee to look 
into the High school question anda 
committee was appointed. 

Article 10, relating to the purchase of 
a new steam road roller, was handled by 
Superintendent Lovejoy of the street 
department, and he presented facts and 
figures which decided the. voters that 
the town needed the roller, and they 
voted to purchase at a sum not to @x- 
ceed $3300, # 

Article 11, relating to the purchase of 
anew steam fire engine was also con- 
sidered favorably and $4000 appropri- 
ated. Selectman Boutwell, H. K. Flint 
and Ira B. Hill spoke for the purchase. 

Article 17, in regard to the con- 
struction of a new sidewalk to the West 
Parish went through flying. 

Article 20, referring to the sanitary 
improvements at the Stowe school was 
well thought of and the appropriation 
asked for, $4000, voted. , 7 

Article 25, having to do with the re- 
opening of the Holt district school, ex- 
cited the most attention, bringing out 
many speakers in its favor, the dis- 
cussion lasting over an hour. 8S, H. 
Boutwell, Asa Gould, Mrs. John Morrill 
of the town school committee, and others 
favored reopening the district schools. 
It was unanimously voted that the Holt 
school be reopened and a_ suitable 
teacher provided. 

Article 19, regarding the licensing of 
junk dealers and dealers in second hand 
articles brought forth Selectman Bout- 
well, S. H. Bailey and Joshua Chandler 
as speakers. They regarded the pedlars 
as a nuisance and the voters present de- 
cided that the dealers should be licensed 
at $5 apiece, the money to go into the 
town treasury. 

Altogether the meeting was conducive 
of a great deal of amusement and some 
protit. It was very late before it was 
adjourned. 


Fine Position in New York. 


E. J. Rowe, the well known painter 
and decorator of this place, has accepted 
a very good position in New York with 
Van Sanford, Carhart & Sloan, con- 
tractors, who erect large apartment 
houses and flats. 

Mr. Rowe, an exceptionally good deco- 
rator, will act as superintendent of con- 
struction under a three years’ contract.

AT THE STATE HOUSE. 


THE DEATH PENALTY, 


BOSTON, . Feb. 27.—Comparatively 
little progress was made in the House 
yesterday. As on the day before the 
House held a long session arid ever 
then failed to finish its calendar. 

By a vote of 29 to 76 the House re- 
fused to substitute Representative 
Carey's order for the adverse report of 
the committee on metropolitan affairs, 
which callet upon the metropolitan 
water board to ‘prepare detailed sched- 
ule according to which the business of 
selling ice in the metropolitan ‘district 
might be carried on. The idea of the 
order was to prepare the way for the 
metropolitan district to enter upon the 
business of deiivering ice the some as 
it now does water. 

By a vote of 39 to 82 the House re- 
fused to substitute the bill of Represen- 
tative McInerney of Boston relative lu 
the purchase of gas or electric lighting 
plants by cities, for the adverse report 
of the committee on manufactures, 

The bicycle railway bill was _ post- 
poned ‘till today upon motion of Mr. 
«Chace. of; Fall; River. ‘ 

The adverse report<of the :commiitee 
on judiciary was accepted on the biil to 
make unpaid water rates a lien upon 
the estate for which the water was fur- 
nishe |. : 

Concurrent action was taken on the 
Senate amendments to the win relative 
to the transfer of boys to ani from the 
Massachusetts reformatory. 

Three bills which were on the table 
relative to the manufacture and distri- 
bution of gas were referred to the com- 
mittee on manwfactures, and the com- 
munication of the raliroad commission- 
ers in regard to the Massachusetts eiec- 
tric companies was. referred, upon mo- 
tion of Mr. Bullock of New Bedford, to 
the committee on street railways. 

The commttree on liquor law reported 
a bill To*prevent manufaciures of native 
wines from establishing or maintaining 
stores for the sale of native wines in 
cities and towns which do not vote to 
grant liquor licenses of the frst five 
classes. 

The bill, however, permits manufac- 
turers of native wine to sell their prod- 
uct not to be drunk on the premises tn 
such cities or towns. 

The bill was reported unanimously. 
Mayor Thomas N. Hart was among 
those who sent in a petition for such 
legislation as will provide for a uniform 
hight of buildings on Copley sq. 

The committee on harbors and public 
lands reported leave to withdraw on the 
bill to revise the charter of the Massa- 
chusetts maritime canal compony. 

The committee on judiciary reported 
leave to withdraw on the petition of 
Jesse Ghen for the removal form office 


of Robert R. Bishop of the superior 
court. 
The same report was made by the 


fame committee on the bill or Repre- 
sentative Frost of Lawrence for legis- 
lation which would permit juries In 
trials of persons charged with murder 
in the first degree to recommend that 
punishment be imprisonment for life. 

Tne committee on street railways re- 
ported reference to the next general 
court on the bill to provide for the re- 
turn of fares by street railway com- 
panies when street cars are deiayed for 
a period of five minutes or more. 


THE SENATE. 


In the state Senate yesterday after- 
noon the joint committee on the judi- 
ciary reported in favor of Senator How- 
land’s bill to abolish the death penalty.

Poor of Andover, Pool of Wenham and 
Haskell of Beverly, all members from 
Essex county spoke in favor of sub- 
stitution. 

Messrs. Bartlett of Pittsfield and Fos- 
ter of Somerville, members of the com- 
mittee on public service, as well as 
Messrs. Belden of Gloucester and Ad- 
ams of Melrose, spoke against substitu- 
tion. By a risng vote of 50 to 70 substi- 
tution was refused. This action 1s look- 
ed upon as indicative of the rate awalt- 
ing the other salary bills. 

The Boston, Quincy & Fall River bl- 
cycle railway bill to extend the time 
within which the railway shall be built, 
was passed to a third reading, An in- 
effectual effort was made to amend the 
bill by adding a clause that $100.000 
shall be expended before Dec. 31, 1892. 

The committee on education reported 
reference to the next general court on 
the bill accompanying the petition of 
Samuel B. Capen, and others for legis- 
lation to reorganize the government of 
the public schools of the city of Bos- 
ton. 

The committee on street rallways re- 
ported leave to withdraw on the bills 
to authorize the Boston & Concord 
street railway company and the Lowell 
& Billerica street railway company to 
purchase and lease private land and 
operate its railway therecn. 

Other commitete reports were made 
as follows: 

Probate and chancery—Reference tu 
the next general court on the bill to 
make the trailing arbutus or mayflower 
the floral emblem of the commonwealth 

Judiciary—Reference to the next gen- 
eral court on the bill to permit wharf 
owners above the site of the proposed 
drawless bridge over the Charles river 
to recover damages. 

Education—Reference to the next 
general court on the bill to provide for 
the education of the adult blind. 

Street railways—Leave to withdraw 
on the bill to make transfer checks is- 
sued by the Boston elevate] railroad 
for its surface cars also good for the 
elevated trains. 

Cities—Ought not to pass, on the bill 
to extend the term of office of the su- 
perintendent of streets in Lawrence 
from one year to three years. 

Street railways—Ought to pass on the 
bill to extend the time for building the 
Stoughten & Ran’o'ph street milway. 

Taxation-—-Leave to withdraw on the 
petition of John W. Ayres to exempt 
from taxation the stock of the New 
York Central & Hudson River railroad, 

Probate and chancery—Leave to with- 
draw on the bill to provide for the es- 
tablishment of free public employment 
bureaus by the state. 


THE SENATE. : 

Tire state Senate met at 2 o'clock yes- 
ter ay afternoon. The feature of the 
day in the upper branch was not 
reache] till after adjournment. 

When the session closed the members 
of the upper branch assembied in the 
area, in front of the president’s desk. 


In the name of the senators President 
Soule then presented a magnificent 
sword to Hon. Augustus P. Gardner,

President Sowie cong:atutated Capt, 
Garcner on his achievements In the 
state militia. The senator-captain ac- 


cepted the gift in fitting reply. 

The Senate's tribute is a mehly cha-- 
ed swor’, regular army pattern with 
dress and undress scabbards and belts. 

The session of the Senate was without 
special incident or interest. 

The bill to consolidate the metropoli- 
tan water board and the board of met- 
ropolitan sewerage commissioners came 
up for engrossment. Mr. Williams of 
Middlesex immediately moved post- 
ponement of consideration till Tuesday 
of next week. The motion was opposed 
by Messrs. Post of Berksntre and Blod- 
gett of Worcester. 

Mr. Attwill of Essex, while personally 
ready to debate the bill, favored post- 


ponement reminding the Senate that 
the matter was one of utmost tIm- 
portance. The proposed consolidated 


beard would have the expenditure of 
over $50,000,000 he said. 

After further debate the Senate con- 
sented to the postponement. 

Mr. Post of Berkshire cefended the 
bill and praised the work accomplished 
by the cattle commissioners for Massa- 
chusetts. 

The Senate finally kKi'led the amena-
